JAPANESE CONTINUE 
LANDING OF TROOPS 
ON GUADALCANAL 


INVADERS HAMMER 
AT AMERICAN DEFENSES 
BUT ARE THROWN BACK 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26. 


— (/P) — Despite 
incessant 


pounding of their naval sup- 
ports, the Japanese 
have 


landed 
fresh 
troops 
on 


Guadalcanal and are ham- 
mering 
determinedly 
at 


American defenses. 


The navy reported last 
night 
that enemy troops, using tanks 
and hoavy artillery barrage, threw 
themstlves against the western 
defense lines five times Friday 
night and Saturday morning. 


Each time they were hurled back. 
The first four attacks were re- 
pulsed by army and marine corps 
troops and artillery batteries which 
destroyed five enemy tanks. There 
was no mention of American tanks 
In action- 
The fifth onslaught, early Sat- 


urday morning, was broken up by 
aircraft and artillery, 
with the 
loss of one United States plane. 
Yesterday 
morning 
additional 


enemy troops were landed from 
transports on the northwest end 
of Guadalcanal, the navy report- 
ed, adding: 
"No amplifying report on these 


operations has been received." 
American bombers and fighters, 
sweeping out from the Guadalca- 
nal airfield and other Allied bas- 
es, continued to slam away at Jap- 
anese ships, damaging or possibly 
damaging five warships and three 
merchant vessels and sinking a 
gunboat.

FORCES IN CHINA, Oct. 26.—(/P) 
—American bombers cascaded ex- 
plosives on Hongkong early today 
for the second time !n 24 hours, 
adding new fires to those started 
In a devastating Sunday assault, 
and smashed again at the frequent- 
ly raided Japanese Dhiet Cloud air- 
drome near Canton. 


After seftlng the Hongkong wa- 


terfront aflame yesterday, Lieut. 
Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell's headquar- 
ters announced, today's raiders de- 
stroyed the north point power sta- 
tion there, planting every one 01! 
tlioir bombs In the target area. 


Destruction of the north point 


station was a major stroke against 
the Japanese at Hongkong, for it 
supplied power to the whole of the 
island. 
It is situated along the 


waterfront, about two miles from 
the district. 


During the Japanese siege of the 


colony last December the enemy 
was careful not to shell the plant 
because they wanted it for their 
own purposes and they captured It 
Intact with their first landing. 


At Canton many fires were start- 


ed and a heavy explosion was noted 
tr: the vicinity of the'aldrome. Both 
missions were accomplished today 
without the loss of a plane de- 
iplte Japanese efforts at intercep- 
tion.

CONTROVERSY OVER 
PRICE CEILINGS ON 
PRODUCTS OF FARM 


DIRECTOR BYRNES BE- 
LIEVES PRESIDENT JUSTI- 
FIED IN HIS CONCLUSIONS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26. 


—(IP)—Senator 
Aiken 
(R- 


Vt) told Economic Director 
James F. Byrnes today that 
he believed a Presidential 
order directing that benefit 
payments be taken into ac- 
count in fixing farm price 
ceilings was based upon what he 
termed a "deliberately false" in- 
terpretation of the price control 
law "surreptitiously" put into tho 
congressional record by Senator 
Brown (D-Mich.) 


Byrnes told tbe senate agricul- 
ture committee that if he believed 
President Roosevelt's executive or- 
der was In violation of the law he 
would ask that the order be chang- 
ed, and that if he had such doubts 
about the validity of the order 
and it was not changed, that he 
would resign. 
The former supreme court Jus- 


tice, who resigned to take over 
the direction of economic stabili- 
zation, Insisted that the president 
was Justified in construing 
the 


price control and other acts as he 
had. 
Senator Aiken and several oth- 
er committee members, including 
Senator 
Reed 
(R-Kansas) and 


Wheeler (-Mont), contended 
that 


In passing the act, congress had 
provided that no farm price ceil- 
ings could be set below parity. 
(Parity is a price canculated to 
give farmers the same return as 
in a past favorable period, usually 
1909-14.) 


Makes Serious Charge. 


The inclusion of benefit pay- 
ments in calculating price ceilings 
had caused price* on several prod- 
ucts to he set at a point which 
not reflect parity returns to grow- 
ei'n, the farm gro^p contended. 


"That Interpretation was put In 
.here (the Congressional Record) 
for no other.reason than to give 
you an excuse for violating th<) 
law," Aiken told Byrnes. 


Whan the latter protested that. 


he had not even been named to 
his present 
office at that time, 


Aiken said he did not 
mean 
Byrnes, personally, but was refer- 
ring to those who were charged 
generally with administering price 
control. 


Byrnes said that all he had to 
go on was the Congressional Rec- 
ord, suggesting that if it was not 
correct, that it be corrscted. 


Senator Shipstead (R-Mmn) as- 


serted that 
Brown's 
statement, 


which pointed the way toward in- 
clusion of benefit 
payments 
in 
calculating 
price 
ceiling's, 
was 


"handed in after the bill passed" 
and was not delivered on the floor 
of the senate. 


Price Administrator Leon Hen- 


derson denied he had "indulged in 
deception and lalsehood" In estab- 
lishing 
ceilings on 
agricultural 


commodities. 


He said that 60-day ceilings re- 


cently 
fixed 
on eggs, chicken* 
butter, cheese, potatoes, flour antl 
other products included allowances 
for government benefit payments 
under presidential directive, 
and 


declared: 


"Were such payments not taken 
into account In fixing the mini- 
mum ceiling prices, the inflation- 
ary impetus that would result would 
endanger the entire price struct- 
ure and run squarely contrary to 
congressional 
intent. 


Henderson said the 60-day ceil- 
ings were fixed "pending the work- 
ing out of actual dollar and cents 
ceiling prices which we are now 
in process of doing."

SHOT DOWN FOUR ENEMY 
PLANES AND DAMAGED 
THREE MORE MONDAY

'/?',—An American fighter squadron 
shot down four enemy planes and 
damaged three more over the des- 
ert battlfield today, making this 
the most successful day the Unit- 
ed States fighter pilots have had 
yet in this theater. 


Today's victories brougnt this 


squadron's total to five axis planes 
destroyed, two probab'y destroyed 
and three damaged. 
The score 


'or all American fighter units In 
the desert la six planes destroyed 
three probably destroyed and six 
and a half damaged (one of these 
being shared with an allied pilot.) 


Members of the lucky squadron, 


which for the moment at least has 
the lion's share of American vic- 
tories 
here, call themselves 
the 


''Black Scorpions," a name they 
have adopted since coming to the 
desert. 


The Americans scored all their 


victories today in a fierce dog- 
fight over an enemy battlefield at 
El Daba w.here they fought from 
10,000 feet all the way down to 
1,500 
and sent their victims crash- 


ing on their own landing ground. 


BRITISH OFFENSIVE IN EGYPT 
MAY DEVELOP INTO ONE DECISIVE 
ENGAGEMENTS TOWARD DECISION 


By DcWITT MACKENZIE. 
LONDON, Oct. 26—The British 


offensive In Egypt may develop 
Ito one of the decisive engage- 
ments of the war, but at this ear- 
ly stage we must content ourselves 
win the fact that tho Allies final- 
ly have seized the offensive there 
and that they have made consid- 
erable progress in fierce fighting 


The great stake involved is con- 
trol of the Mediterranean and the 
Middle East. 
He who dominates 


this vital area will win the war. 
Long ago, when the Russo-Nazl 


conflict first began, I was asked 
to give k. standard whereby read- 
ers could gaugue the dally prog- 
ress of the wnr themselves: 
I offered this: 
If Hitler could reach ths lower 


Caucasus and the Middle East he 
would have gone far toward win- 
ning the war. 
This was so be- 
cause he would havo acquired rich 
oil fields anrl other resources with- 
out which he could not hope for 
victory and he would have secur- 
ed strategic bases calculated to 
enable him to break Britain's hold 
on the Mediterranean. 


If tho Nazi chief did not suc- 


ceed in this great ambition, ho 
would be a beaten man. 


Now, 
there was not only ono 


but there were two possible routes 
for him to' take. The first was to 
smash his way through the Rus- 
sian lints and down the Caucasus. 
The other was to drive easlward 
acros the drifting sands of Llbyu 


and thence over the 
into a happy hunting 


Into Egypt 
Suez canal 
ground. 


Vnst 1'lncprs Movement. 
The Nazi all-highest decided on 
a vas*. pincers movement. 


Thu loft arm of the pincers was 
represented by his drive against 
Ihe Russian Caucasus. 
The right 
prong 
was 
Rommel's

against Egypt from Libya. 


Well, the fuehrer's left prong 
appears to have come a cropper 
ngalnst the cold waters of the Vol- 
ga and the foothills of the now

held up because he couldn't givo 
Rommel the support necessary to

offensive 
against 


Egypt. 
Still, that axis army remained 
a throat a"d the British finally 
are undertaking to remove it. 


As things stand, 
If thu Allies 
can drive the Boche and their un- 
happy Italian henchmen out 
of 
Northern 
Africa, we shall 
havo 


completed an operation which rto 
prives Hitler of his already all 
but dead hope of wresting victory 
out of the war. 


So that is what this battle Is 
over and |f it teems to be moving 
slowly at the start, this isn't the 
moment for impatience 


We must recognize thn't this 


Isn't at the outset one of the high- 
ly flult, rapidly 
moving battles

MANPOWER SHORTAGE Car^o Ships Are

1—Agriculture

Damage to Italy 
War Industries 


Italy In a smashing new offensive 
in

home-based 
aircraft 


struck across the 
towering Alps 


four times In three days. 


Capping the attacks was a hoavy 


assault Saturday night on Milan, 
site of the Capronl bomber works, 
where four-motored bombers 
un- 


loaded a vast weight of bombs— 
including two-ton "block busters."

Milan raid said that buildings in 
Italy's second largest city "went 
flying" as stick after stick of bombs 
fell on the targets. 


Only a few hours earlier a large 


force of Lancasters had raided the 
same city In broad day-light—tho 
first daylight bombing expedition 
against northern Italy since the 
beginning of the war. 


Genoa and Turin wero bombed 
Friday night for the second night 
In succession.
